He joined the command of Gen. Scott in 
1846 at Vera Cruz, and was present at the 
siege and surrender of that city in March. Ou 
the 15th of the same month, he was at the 
storming of Cerro Gordo—with his company 
capturing one of the five pieces on Telegraph 
Hill.

THE WAR IN ARKARGNAS.
